Ihe Se. vice also administers the 
Departments upstream flood pre 
vention and water-shed protection 
programs as integral parts of the 
total soil and water conservation 
job. There are 60 demonstration 
watershed projects throughout the 
country. None of them are in 
Mississippi. 

The Service has responsibility 
for assisting in the Agricultural 
Conservation Program of the De- 
partment. In this capacity it pro 
vides needed technical assistance 
to farmers who Parucipate in the 
cost-Sharing provisions of the Ag: 
ricultural Conservation Program, 
and in providing technically ade- 
quate designs and specifications 
for the jobs undertaken 

It is the special function of the 
Soil Conservation Service to bring 
together in one staff the conserva- 
lionists needed for solving land 
and water problems. The nation. 
wide staff is comprised of con- 
servation technicians, soil scient- 
ists, irrigation, agricultural, hy- 
draulic and cartographie en- 
gincers, and specialists in wood- 
land, biology, range management, 
agronomy and plant material. 

The Service's soil conservation- 
ists are trained to coordinate and 
apply to a particular farm's needs 
and conditions the knowledge nec- 
essary for conservalion of soil 
and water resources. They assist; 
farmers and ranchers, directly onj 
the ground, in planning and ap-| 
plying land-use adjustments and ' 
in using the combinations of con- 
servation practices needed to con-

First, il makes a detailed soil 
survey of the farm On a map 
the soil surveyor records informa- 
lon on. the. soil types, slope, 
amoun., of erosion, current uses, 
and other environmental factors. 
The sod serentist, together with 
others on. the Service's staff 
uses the information as a basis 
for recommending 
Which palt of his farm is best 
suited for cultivated crops, grass, 
or trees As of June 30, 1954, 
soil surveys for conservation plan 
ning have been made on 13,160, 
507 acres in Mississippi This is 
ipproximately 435 per cent of 
ihe State's. land. 

Second a planning technician 
assists the farmer in drawing up 
4 conservation plan based on the 
needs and capabilities of the land 
and the decisions of the farmer 
regarding the type of cropping 
and farming he prefers. These 
plans are designed to assist the 
farmer to do the most urgent 
portions of his practices as he 
builds up a complete conservation 
system of farming. By June 30, 
1854, technicians of the service 
had helped 59,559 farmers in 
this State to prepare and start 
to apply their conservation farm 
plans covering approximately 10,- 
089, 354 acres of land used for 
agriculture, 

The third step is the application 
of the combination of practices 
called for in the plan. The as- 
sistance of a soil conservationist 
is available to each cooperating 
farmer to help him make sure that 
the conservation measures are 
correctly applied on the land 
The farmer may do most or all 
of the work himself, or he may 
hire a contractor to do some of 
the work called for. 

Fourth, there is the continuing 
job of maintaining the farm con- 
servation system. after the prac- 
tices have been applied to the 
land. This, of course, is the re- 
sponsibility of the farmer. The 
Service technicians may provide 
the guidance needed; but it also 
i» the responsibility of the Soil 
Conservation District to obtain as-

The Soil Conservation Service's 
overall program is headed by Ad 
ministrator Donald A. Williams 
in Washington, D.C. The work of 
the agency in Mississippi is ad- 
ministered by State Conserva- 
tionist Charles B. Anders, whose 
office is in Room 400 of the new 
Milner Building in Jockson.

tion service in the state. 
State Conservationist, a Deputy 
State Conservationist, an Assist 
ant State Conservationist, a State 
Soil Scientist, an assistant State 
Soil Scientist, a Conservation En- 
gineer, and Soil Conservationist. 
These men serve the nine Area 
Offices and the eighty-six work 
unit offices in the state. Each 
Area Office is manned by an Area 
Conservationist who supervises 
and serves as a production lead- 
er for several work units. The 
work unit is taffed by professional 
conservationist and one or more 
conservation aides who work di- 
dectly with the farmers through 
the districts. 


Mr. Ander's staff also has avail- 
able the use of engineering and 
watershep planning specialists 
from the field headquarters in 
Spartanburg, S.C., where the car- 
tographic field unit-serving the 
state is located. Plant technolo- 
Eists stationed at Athens. Ga. and 
Auburn, Ala, also serve Missis- 
sippi. These men provide inter- 
state scientific and technical guid- 
ance and training. They also aid 
in the development of essential 
working materials. A plant ma- 
terials specialist serving the South- 
east searches for new or improved 
plants which Mississippi farmers 
can employ for special conserva- 
lion uses. 

In all its work in the state, 
the Service maintains a close 
working relationship with the Mis- 
sissippi State College, recog£niz- 
ing that the Department of Agri- 
culture and the land-grant colleges 
have an over-all responsibility to 
make the national program of 
soil and water conservation ef- 
fective. Government-wise, the ed- 
ucational phase of the program is 
primarily the responsibility of 
[the Mississippi State Agriculturai 
Extension Service and the Fed- 
eral extension Service.  On-the 
farm technical assistance is the 
responsibility of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service. 

The Soil Conservation Service 
looks to the Mississippi State Ag. 
ricultural Experiment Station and 
research agencies of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as principal 
sources of information and facts 
on improved conservation tech- 
nology. 

In carrying out the national soil 
and water conservation program, 
the Service recognizes the impor- 
tant responsibility and role of 
local leadership of the legally 
formed and farmer-run soil con- 
servation districts, which are lo- 
cal units of state government. 
The districts expedite the applica- 
tion of sound conservation pro- 
grams to the land in an organized 
way.
